Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I beg'  to  present  to  you  the  following-  Annual  Report  upori 
the  Epping  Rural  Sanitary  District  for  the  year  1913 

Description. — The  subsoil  of  the  district  is  clay,  above  which 
in  many  places  are  more  or  less  extensive  layers  of  gravel  and 
boulder-clay.  The  surface  throughout  is  a fertile  loam  or  marl. 
The  district  is  for  the  moet  part  undulating  and  moderately, 
wooded,  and  valuable  for  most  agricultural  purposes.  Diary 
farming  is  largely  carried  on,  the  milk  being  chiefly  disposed  of 
in  London.  The  area  of  the  whole  including  the  small  portions 
covered  by  water  is  36,705  acres,  with  a population  at  the  last 
(‘('iisus  of  13,959,  and  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  as 
being  14,288.  For  the  decade  1901 — 11  there  was  a total  net 
increase  in  the  population  of  1,179,  the  places  showing  largest 
increase  being  Harlow  361,  Chigwell  ^34,  Theydon  Bois  197 
and  Roydon  133.  The  increase  in  each  instance  has  followed 
upon  the  erection  of  a considerable  number  of  houses  of  an 
improved  description,  and  would  probably  have  been  greater  had 
better  railway  facilities  been  provided  during  the  same  perigd. 
The  occupations  of  the  inliabitants  are  largely  agricultural,  and 
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salutary,  market  gardening  is  on  the  increase.  Uh’ensive  trades,  or 
other  occupations  prejudicial  to  health  are  almost  negligible. 
A Brass  Foundry  at  Burnt  Mill  is  the  only  Factory  of  importance 
to  be  mentioned. 

Water  Supply. — This  is  chiefly  provided  by  the  Herts  and 
Essex  Company,  and  has  now  for  sometime  been  on  the  “constant” 
system,  whereby  the  necessity  for  storage  cisterns  is  obviated. 
The  water  is  pumped  from  the  chalk  at  Sawbridge worth,  where  the 
works  are  secured  from  any  possible  source  of  contamination. 
It  is  a hard  water  containing  traces  of  iron,  but  otherwise  good  and 
unobjectionable.  The  mains  of  this  company  are  shortly  to  be 
extendeu  to  Xcttc'swell  Cross  and  Burnt  Mill,  in  connection  with 
the  new  sew^erage  works  ab^uit  to  be  constructed  there.  The 
Chigwell  imrtion  of  the  district  is  sup))lied  by  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board,  and  calls  for  no  comment.  There  are  however, 
still  certain  portions  of  the  district,  such  as  the  Parish  of  Matching, 
and  Ep])ing  Green,  dependent  upon  surface  wells,  and  as  these 
wells  are  known  1o  be  unsatisfactory,  it  would  be  a great  im- 
provement if  the  Water  Company’s  mains  could  be  extended 
through>  them.  Fifteen  sain])les  of  water,  chiefly  from  surface 
wells,  have  been  analysed  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  nine 
proved  to  be  moie  or  less  ])()lluted,  and  throe  of  them  have  been 
closed. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  —The  former  absence  of  drainage  for  the 
villages  of  Hotter  Street  and  Boydon,  liave  been  a continual 
cause  of  complaint,  and  sometimes  of  legal  yn-oceedings,  against 
the  Council  for  the  y)olluti()'i  of  the  Biver  Stort.  This  has  now 
been  remedied  by  the  com])letion  of  drainage  works 
in  each  instance.  The  overflow  drainage  from  Sheering  Street 
vhich  still  esca])es  into  the  ditches,  is  sometimes  suspected  to 
pollute  the  river,  but  the  <piantity  is  so  small,  and  the  distance 
traversed  before  reaching  the  river  is  so  great,  that  it  is  difficult 
to  understand  any  serious  pollution  being  caused  in  this  way. 
The  watercourses  at  North  Weald  have  also  been  almost  entirelv 
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relieved  of  the  sewage,  which  until  recently  made  its  way  int<o 
them,  and  thence  into  the  Boding,  by  the  two-fold  system  of 
sewerage  works  which  have  been  comydeted  in  that  parish. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — A large  number  of  houses  have  been 
connected  Avith  the  new  scAvers  at  B>bydon,  Potter  Street,  Thorn- 
wood  and  North  Weald,  for  each  of  Avhich  districts  .soAA-erage 
AA^orks  Avere  provided  during  the  previous  year.  Water  closets 
Avith  flushing  cisterns  have  superseded  the  former  insanitary 


privies.  The  new  drains  have  been  careful!}'  tested  for  leakage 
before  being  covered  in.  The  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  having  been  obtained  for  the  construction  of  new  sewerage 
works  at  NettesAvell  Cross  and  Burnt  Mill,  and  tenders  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  same  having  already  been  received,  it  is 
now  ex})ected  the  wprk  will  be  proceeded  with  within  a few  necks, 
fn  connection  with  the  various  sewerage  works  recently  provided 
the  inpn’ovements  to  cottage  and  other  dwellings  have  been 
numerous,  and  have  necessarily  occupied  much  of  the  time  of 
the  Sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  Beard,  in  supervising  the  details 
of  th(^  wprk.  For  this  reason,  and  that  he  had  for  a time, 
through  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Bell  who  formerly  shared  the  work 
with  him,  to  take  over  the  duties  of  Ins].)eetor  for  the  entine 
Rural  District,  fewei'  houses  have  been  inspected  under  the 
Housing  Act  than  nkuld  otheinvise  have  been  the  case.  It  is 
hoped,  hoAvever,  during  the  ensuing  year  to  complete  the  inspection 
of  the  Avhole  of  the  district,  and  in  any  case,  ])robably  no  one 
Avill  be  inclined  to  say  there  has  l)een  any  want  of  activity  in 
the  attention  Avhich  has  been  given  to  sanitation  throughout  the 
District  in  recent  years.  In  connection  with  this  there  still  remain 
some  villages  where  the  methods  of  diriinage  are  indmitive  and 
unsatisfactory,  and  among  these  is  Sheering  Street;  Avhere  for 
some  time  ])ast,  im])rovements  have  been  referred  to  as  being 
necessary. 

Scavenging. — House  refuse  is  removed  weekly  by  contract 
at  HarloAv  and  XettesAvell,  and  fortnightly  at  Potter  .Street  and 
CdiigAvell.  Tt  is  understot)d  that  arrangements  are  aboiit  to  be 
made  to  rom-oA-e  the  HarloAv  i-efuse  to  available  land  at  the 
SeAvage  Works,  instead  of  itaking  it  to  Pottei*  Street,  tAvo  miles 
distant,  as  hitherto.  This  Avill  be  a decided  im])rovement. 
Attention  has  before  been  called  to  the  necessity  for  dust  collection 
by  contract  l)eing  ari’anged  'for  at  Theydon  Bois,  and  T have 
again  to  call  attention  to  this  matter.  The  neighbourhoods 
Woburn  Aa’Chuo,  Theydpn  Green,  and  Oo])pice  Bow  are  es- 
pecially in  Avant  of  this. 

Bye-Laws,  Adoptive  Acts  and  Regulations. — The  folloAving 
are  in  force  in  the  district,  and  are  strictly  carried  out.;  —

(51  Dairies,  CoAvsheds,  and  ]\lilk-shops  Regulati('ns. 
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Schools. — T1  leso  liave  been  iLispeeted,  and  where  necessary 
severa]  visits  have  been  paid.  Better  drainage  arrangements  were 
called  fur  in  one  instance,  and  these  have  been  provided. 

School  closure  for  epidemics  has  had  to  be  adoi)ted  on  several 
occasions.  The  Elementarv  Schools  throughout  the  district  have 
all  been  visited  by  the  school  Medical  Officers  during  the  year, 
and  theii’  advice  as  to  medical  treatment  ^of  the  scholars  has  been 
very  generally  carried  out  by  the  parents.  There  are  n^^)  School 
Nurses,  however,  appointed,  which  makes  it  difficult  to  secure 
the  full  benefits  of  the  system. 

Food,  (a)  Milk  Supply. — Is  almost  entire!}'  from  Dairy  Faiiiis 
in  the  district.  These  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  have 
in  nearly  all  cases,  been  found  io  be  well  arranged  and  clean. 
In  refei'ence  to  Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  the  inspector  reports  a 
tendency  on  the  part  of  some  Cowkeepers  to  neglect  the  lime- 
washing  of  the  cowsheds  as  required  by  the  regulations.  For 
this  there  is  no  excuse,  as  notices  reminding  them  of  their  duties 
are  sent  out  as  each  })eriod  comes  round.  It  has  also  been  noticed 
that  the  udders  and  hind-quarters  are  not  always  as  clean  as  they 
should  be.  " /, 

(bl  Other  Foods. —Bake-houses,  Slaughter-houses  and  premises 
where  foods  are  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale  have  also  been 
inspected  frequently.  In  the  case  of  slaughter-houses,  twelve 
notices  to  cleanse  and  repair  have  been  complied  Avith.  Seven 
seizures  of  diseased  or  unsound  meat  have  been  made  during  the 
year . 


(c)  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Act.— This  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council,  by  whom  action  is  taken  when  necessary. 
In  no  case  during  the  year  has  the  intervention  of  the  Bural 
Council  been  called  for. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  etc  Act. — Eeference  has  already 
been  made  to  the  feAver  number  of  inspections  made  under  the 
.■\ct  than  during  the  ])revious  year,  and  the  reasons  for  this  haAV 
been  explained.  Under  the  Act  hoAvever,  61  houses  Avere  in- 
s]Aect  ed  , and  of  58  n of  ices  served  in  res})ect  of  these,  57  were 
complied  AA'ith.  Taat)  closing  orders  Avere  made  and  tAvo  houses 
were  vacated.  Nearly  1,500  other  inspections,  besides  those  for 
cowsheds,  dairies,  slaughter-houses,  bake-houses,  factories  and  work- 
shops were  made.  These  are  referred  to  under  the  special  para- 
graphs relating  to  them. 
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Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. — Through  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  J.  H.  Bell,  after  40  years  service  as  Sanitary  in- 
spector, it  becanre  necessary  to  appoint  an  assistant  inspector  to 
work  with  Mr.  Beard,  who  has  for  the  past  five  years  been 
inspector  for  the  No.l  or  northern  portion  of  the  district,  and 
who  is  now  chief  inspector  for  the  whole,  wdth  Mr.  R.  G.  Ellis 
as  his  assistant.  Mr.  Beard  resides  at  Harlow,  and  is  in  tele- 
phonic communication  with  Epping  where  Mr.  y Ellis  resides. 
This  arrangement  answers  admirably.  The  IMedical  Officership 
of  Health  for  the  wdiole  district  remains  in  my  hands  as  hereto- 
fore. Fortnightly  meetings  of  the  Council  for  the  district  are 
held  at  the  board-room  at  the  Union  Workhouse  at  Epping. 
There  are  regular  meetings  also  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  the 
General  Purposes  Committee,  and,  as  circumstances  require  of 
the  Isolation  Hospital  Committee.  Arrangements  also  exist  for  the 
free  distribution  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  and  throat  swabs  to 
medical  practitioners  in  the  cases  of  poor  persons.

Diphtheria. — Previous  to  September  there  had  been  no  serious 
outbreak  of  this  disease  in  the  district:  9 cases  had  been  notified 
since  the  commencement  'of  the  year,  but  these  were  distributed 
over  a wdde  area,  and  occurred  after  considerable  intervals  of 
time  in  most  cases.  There  was  nothing  connected  with  them  to 
suggest  a common  source  of  infection.  After  the  middle  of 
September,  cases  began  to  be  notified  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
HaHow  Gommon,  chiefly  among  the  children,  or  members  of 
the  families  attending  the  Harlow  Common  school.  The  school 
was  closed  for  several  Aveeks,  and  w'ith  the  premises,  was  subjected 
to  careful  ins])ection,  both  by  the  Council’s  Officers,  and  also 
with  them,  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Managers  and  the 
County  Sclujol  Aledical  Officer.  The  building  is  quite  new,  and 
in  itself  as  })erfect  as  need  be.  The  drainage  however,  was  not* 
all  that  could  be  desired.  The  result  of  the  inspections  was 
fully  described  in  special  reimrts  drawn  ii))  by  mvself,  and  it  is 
sufficient  now’  to  say  that  ap))roved  altei-ation.s  iu  ihe  metliods  of 
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^ ciraiDago  were  carried  out  wdiicli,  if  not  the  Ijest  as  a permanent 
arrangement,  may  be  considered  sufficient  to  secure  tlie  school 
against  further  outbreaks  of  the  kind.  This  ontbreak  alone 
accounted  for  24  of  the  total  38  cases  notified  in  the  entire 
Harlow  sub-district  during  the  year,  and  was  the  oQ^ily  instance 
in  which  the  disease  was  traced  to  a s])0cific  cause.  22  of  the 
cases  wore  removed  to  the  Epjiing  Isolation  Hosjiital,  where  they 
all  recovered. 

Scarlet  Fever. — A small  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred 
in  the  parish  of  North  Weald  at  tlie  end  of  IMay,  and  was  at- 
tributable to  a discharged  patient  from  one  of  tlie  M.  A.  B. 
Hospitals,  ulto  ujion  coming  to  her  lioiiie  infected  three  adult 
members  of  the  family.  These  were  removed  to  the  Ejiping 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  no  further  s})read  of  the  disease  occurred. 
.'Another  outbreak  began  at  Netteswell  Cross  and  Burnt  Mill  early 
in  August.  After  careiul  and  exhaustive  inspections  and  en- 
(piiries,  this  outbreak  was  attributed  in  the  first  instance  to  infection 
imjiorted  by  London  holiday  children,  and  its  continued  spread 
was  in  ])art  due  to  carelessness  on  the  jiart  of  parents  who  allowed 
their  children  to  attend  school  whilst  in  an  infectious  state. 
The  whole  of  the  circumstances  in  relation  to  this,  and  the 
Diphtheria  Ofudemic  during  the  same  ]icriod,  are  discussed  in  four 
s[>ecial  I’Cjiorts  which  were  made  to  the  Council  during  the  time.

The  admission  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  case  from  tlie  Oiigar 
District  was  due  to  a mistake  as  to  the  boundary,  wliicii  was 
not  discovered  until  after  the  case  was  admitted.  The  total 
number  of  cases  of  tliis  disease  admitted  from  the  Epping  Rural 
District  was  50,  and  in  consequence  of  insiitlrcient  accomodation, 
five  additional  cases  were  by  arrangement  removed  in  the  montli 
of  Deceml)er  to  the  Waltham  Joint  Hospital.  The  Dqje  of  the 
disease  continued  to  be  mild,  the  average  period  of  detention  at 
the  Hos])ital  was  44  days;  no  deaths  occurred,  and,  notwithstanding 
rumours  to  the  contrary,  not  a single  “return”  case  can  be  shown 
for  the  year.  Of  Diphtheria,  the  average  period  of  detention  was 
24  days:  three  ]mtients  died,  two  of  avliom  came  from  an  outside 
districi,  and  had  been  admitted  in  an  all  but  hopeless  condition, 
one  from  the  E])])ing  Rural  District  succuml)ed  to  heart-failure 
aftei'  a weelcs  illness.  There  were  again  no  “return”  cases  from 
ibis  dis('ase.  The  enteidc  case  was  treated  in  a IMarquee  on  the 
Hospital  site,  and  made  a good  recovery.  This  patient  had 

retorned  ill  ho  his  house  in  Sheering  Mill  Lane  after  a visit 
to  Southend  in  the  mouth  of  September,  he  was  stated  to  have 
eaten  Oockh's  there,  but  as  these  had  been  cooked  his  illness 

could  scarcelv  be  a«ttril)uted  to  them. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  Acute  Tuberculosis. — Of  the 

15  cases  of  PulmonaiT  Tuberculosis  notified,  six  were  found  to 
have  c(mtracted  the  disease  outside  the  district,  three  had  been 
euq)loyed  at  a Brass  Foundry  within  the  district,  and  one  was 
in  a Home  for  jiooi’  children  from  the  East  End  of  London, 
and  within  the  district.  Seven  of  the  ]')atients  had  either  Sanator- 
ium 01’  Hos])ilal  treatment,  and  two  were  treated  in  portable 
shelters.  Notified  cases  are  visited  at  the  discretion  of  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health,  ])rinted  instructions  are  given,  and  help 
as  suggested  under  the  Pulilic  Regulations  is  affiorded  when 
nrccssarv.  Oases  are  reported  to  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer, 
and  either  Dispensary,  Sanatorium  or  Shelter  treatment  can  be 

bad  ill  all  suitable  cases.  Other  forms  o-f  the  disease  were 

chiefl}'  (‘uses  of  CJlands,  Jfiints,  and  Meninges.  The  greater 
number  of  these  were  amongst  children,  and  all  received  such 

Ireatment  as  Avas  considered  most  suitable  for  them.  Where 
(‘ases  of  cousiimption  have  been  removed,  or  where  deaths  haA'e 
occurred  the  rooms  or  shelters  occupied  have  in  all  cases  been 

disinfected . 

Investigation  of  other  Diseases. —During  the  fsummer  months 
laran  niimbm's  of  visilors.  chiefh'  from  Ihe  East  and  Norih-east 
(,»f  l.oiidoii,  ai('  ill  the  habit  (d‘  coming  to  enjoy  the  attractions 
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of  tlio  Forest,  many  of  the  schools  liold  tlieii’  aniiual  treat  in  it, 
and  large  iiumbei'S  of  school  children  are  l)oarded  ont  in  the 
countr}'  cottages  for  weeks  together.  This  is  as  it  should  be, 
the  benefits  which  visitors  and  school  children  derive  from  the 
custom  is  very  great,  and  it  should  by  all  means  be  encouraged, 
l)ut,  at  the  same  time  it  is  clear  there  is  in  it  a certain  amount 
of  risk  of  spreading  infection,  and  instances  of  overcrowding  in 
the  counti'v  cottages  are  liable  to  arise.  Persons  responsible 
for  sending  these  children,  should  be  warned  against  these  risks, 
and  asked  to  take  all  ])Ossible  precautions  to  avoid  them. 


Means  for  preventing  Infant  Mortality  in  Child-birth  and 
Infancy. — Infant  mortality  for  the  year  was  49.  8 ])er  1,000 
net  Births,  and  no  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified.  This 
in  itself  is  satisfactory  in  so>  iai’  as  it  goes,  and  may  perhaps 
be  urged  as  a reason  against  the  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births 
Act. 

In  a rural  district,  however,  such  as  this  where  a considerable 
pro]4ortion  of  the  conffnements  take  place  in  houses  difficult  of 
access  to  doctors,  so  much  has  to  be  left  to  Midwives,  and 
perhaps  unqualified  nurses,  it  appears  to  me  the  adolition  of  the 
Act  is  desirable,  and  more  especially  now  that  the  Notification 
of  0[)thalmia  Neonatorum  has  become  compulsory  both  for  doctors 
and  midwives. 


Factories  and  Workshops  Act  1901. — There  are  95  Factories 
and  Workshops  on  the  register.  These  have  been  inspected, 
and  in  several  cases  more  than  once  As  a rule  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  have  been  found  attended  to,  and  in  only  a few  instances 
have  defects  been  found.  These  have  been  attended  to. 
Particulars  relating  to  the  inspections  will  be  found  in  the  special 
Table  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Vital  Statistics;  Births. — The  net  Births  registered  were  323. 
or  equal  to  a birth  rate  of  22.  6 per  1,000,  which  represents  an 
increase  of  2.  9 per  1,000  upon  the  average  for  the  five  preceeding 
years . 

Deaths. — The  net  deaths  were  160  or  equal  to  a death  rate  of 
11.  1 per  1,000. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  net  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  were 
16,  or  equal  to  a death  rate  measured  by  the  jiroportion  of  deaths 
under  one  year  to  births  registered  of  49.  8 ]ier  1,000. 


The  Deaths  from  the  Acute  Infectious  Diseases  were. —

Walter  Beard,  and  the  Local  Government 
Board  Tables  are  a])])ended  to  this  report.,  and  T wish  again  to 
thank  Mr.  Beard  foi'  the  very  valuable  help  which  he  has  at 
all  times  so  readily  afforded  me  throughout  the  year.

All  ot  the  premises  were  disinfected  after  the  removal  or  recover\' 
of  the  patients.  In  addition  to  the  fumigation  and  the  removal  of 
the  Infected  Articles  to  the  Steam  Disinfector,  the  premises  are  now 
spra^^ed  with  a solution  of  Formalin. 

Dwelling  Houses.
